Fears of terrorism against star, investigation of molestation claims 
among thrillers mentioned in government documents made public

Police concerns that media-hungry terrorists would attack 
Michael Jackson’s trial as a “soft target” led to a request for 
federal help, according to FBI files kept on the late pop star. 
The documents also show that the FBI helped facilitate inter- 
views in the Philippines by California authorities investigating 
Jackson over allegations that he had sexually abused boys. 

The FBI monitored Jackson for more than a decade, but 
the files contain no major revelations about his private life 
and the bureau apparently never developed any solid evidence 
against him. 

In 2004, the Santa Maria Police Department in California 
asked for FBI “involvement” after Jackson was arrested for child 
molestation. Police, according to the FBI, said they believed 
the court case would be a “soft target” for terrorism because of 
the “worldwide media coverage” the trial would attract. 

The FBI concluded there were no threats, but did note 
the presence in an early court appearance of “The Nation of 
Islam, represented by its security unit Fruits of Islam,” and 
of a New Black Panther Party member whose name was left 
blank in the files. Jackson used Nation of Islam bodyguards 
during the legal proceedings. 


The documents, dating from 1992 to 2005, were made 
public Tuesday through a Freedom of Information Act 
request from The Associated Press and other media 
after Jackson's death June 25, at age 50. The FBI initially 
said it had about 600 pages in its files but released 

333 pages, citing privacy rules and the desire to protect 
investigative techniques. 


In September 1993, an investigator from the Los Angeles 
Police Department and another from the Santa Barbara 
Sheriff’s Office arrived in Manila to speak to two former 
employees of Jackson’s Neverland ranch who claimed they 
saw the singer fondle young boys. 

Their trip came after the LAPD had asked the FBI if it 
wanted to work a possible case against Jackson for transport- 
ing a minor across state lines for immoral purposes. The FBI 
checked with the US. Attorney’s Office, which declined. 

The files say an FBI agent accompanied the California offi- 
cials to the first interview to make sure there were no prob- 
lems.

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Vatican gives 
‘Simpsons’ a 
thumbs-up

To put it as the devout Ned Flanders would, the Vatican’s news- 
paper thinks “The Simpsons” are an okely dokely bunch. 

LOsservatore Romano on Tuesday congratulated the show 
on its 20th anniversary, praising its philosophical leanings as 
well as its stinging and often irreverent take on religion. 

Without Homer Simpson and the other yellow-skinned 
characters “many today wouldn’t know how to laugh,” said the 
article titled “Aristotle’s Virtues and Homer’s Doughnut.” 

The paper credited “The Simpsons”— the longest-running 
American animated program—with opening up cartoons to an 
adult audience. 

The show is based on “realistic and intelligent writing,” it 
said, though it added there was some reason to criticize its 
“excessively crude language, the violence of certain episodes or 
some extreme choices by the scriptwriters.” 

Religion, from the snore-evoking sermons of the Rey. 
Lovejoy to Homer’s face-to-face talks with God, appears so 
frequently on the show that it could be possible to come up 
with a “Simpsonian theology,” it said. 

Homer’s religious confusion and ignorance are “a mirror of 
the indifference and the need that modern man feels toward 
faith,” the paper said. 

It commented on several religion-themed episodes, includ- 
ing one in which Homer calls for divine intervention by crying: 
“I’m not normally a religious man, but if you're up there, save 
me, Superman!”

As a kid, Corrina Gura was fascinated by babies. 

She remembers visiting the specimens of preserved human 
embryos and fetuses on display in the Prenatal Development 
exhibit at the Museum of Science and Industry with her par- 


ents. When her aunt was pregnant, she asked if she could rest 


her hand on her aunt’s belly. 


Those experiences years ago helped shape 
Gura’s current belief that a baby’s life begins at 
conception. “All it needs is a place to grow and 
food, and it will survive, which is what I need,” 
said Gura, who lives in Skokie and works as a 
projects coordinator for the Pro-Life Action 
League in Forest Glen. 

The 26-year-old is one Millennial who oppos- 
es abortion in all instances at a time when the 
hot-button topic has become a sticking point 
in the national debate over the health care bill. 
It’s a major concern among young adults on 
both sides of the issue—57 percent of women 
who had abortions in 2004 in the U.S. were in 
their 20s, according to a report last year by the 
Guttmacher Institute, which studies sexual and 
reproductive health. 

Up for debate in the health bill, currently 
making its way through the Senate, is whether 
there will be restrictions on federal funding 
for abortion services. Chicago’s newly passed 
“bubble zone” law, which places restrictions on 
distance between activists and people entering 
medical facilities that provide abortion servic- 
es, has brought the issue closer to home. 

Whether young people are more or less in 
favor of abortion today than in years past is 
hard to say, according to recent polling. But 
with the abortion debate recently reignited, 
opponents and advocates in the Chicago area 
are sounding off. 

“Abortion is legal and all they need to do to 
keep it legal is nothing,” said Matt Yonke of 
Aurora, who believes humans are human from 
conception and deserve human rights. “We

have to be vocal to get attention to affect the 
change we believe is necessary.” 

Yonke, 29, assistant communication direc- 
tor of the Pro-Life Action League, which advo- 
cates nonviolent activism, said he has seen an 
increase lately in the number of people interest- 
ed in getting involved. He pointed to President 
Obamaas a “lightning rod” on the issue because 
of Obama’s support for abortion rights. 

Meanwhile, NARAL Pro-Choice America, 
an abortion-rights advocacy group for 
merly known as the National Abortion and 
Reproductive Rights Action League, is work- 
ing on ways to change previous policies and 
communicate with the public on the need to 
protect abortion options, said Ted Miller, com- 
munications director. 

“Our electoral successes, including the elec- 
tion of a pro-choice president, could lead to 
some complacency in pro-choice voters. That’s 
our principle concern,” he said. 

The organization, he said, is paying attention 
to Millennials. The generational label, which 
most sources attach to people born from the 
early ’80s to the early 2000s, are poised to be 
larger than the Baby Boom group, making them 
a powerful and influential voting bloc, he said. 


Tracking opinion 

Are attitudes on abortion shifting? Not accord- 
ing to the latest poll done in November by The 
Washington Post. However, some recent polls 
have snagged headlines for suggesting the 
answer is “yes.” For example, a Pew Research 
Center poll in August suggested Americans are

becoming more evenly divided on the abor- 
tion issue, while Gallup polls from May and 
July showed more people calling themselves 
“pro-life” than “pro-choice.” (See “Taking the 
nation’s temperature,” Page 8) 

Still, polls paint a confusing picture when it 
comes to how young adults ages 18 to 29 view 
the abortion issue. A recent Gallup poll showed 
support for abortion rights slipping from 
54 percent “pro-choice” in 2007-08 to 48 per- 
cent this year. In the same survey, opposition 
grew from 42 percent “pro-life” to 46 percent. 

But a Pew Research Center poll showed atti- 
tudes on the abortion issue stayed steady among 
young adults from 2007 through this year. That 
2009 poll showed 52 percent of people ages 
18 to 29 support abortion rights while 44 per- 
cent oppose them. 

Another indicator: Voters last year rejected 
ballot measures in South Dakota, Colorado 
and California. Colorado’s measure would 
have amended the state constitution to define 
a person as a human being from the moment 
of fertilization. The measures in California and 
South Dakota would have restricted abortion. 


Amurky issue 

Even within each movement, both sides see gray 
areas, underscoring the complexity of the issue. 
There are those who think abortion should be 
legal in all instances, those who think it should 
be illegal in all instances and many variations on 
the question of legality in between. Furthermore, 
some see it as a policy matter, a personal choice 
or some combination of the two.

“You can be pro-choice and still be pro-life in 
the sense that a pro-choice person can choose 
life for them individually but advocate for that 
right not to be taken away from others,” said 
Brandy Peak, 22, of Logan Square, who believes 
abortion should be a decision made by a woman 
and her doctor. 

No matter where they stand on the abortion 
issue, advocates and opponents say, there are 
times when they are mischaracterized. 

There’s a misconception that the abortion- 
rights movement has no space for religious peo- 
ple, and that if you believe in God you should 
be against abortion, said Binya Bahrami, 24, 
who believes women should have the right to 
have an abortion. 

“Yes, lama Muslim,” said Bahrami, who lives 
in Wicker Park and is a program coordinator 
for a center for torture survivors. 

“I wear a hijab and believe in God. And I 
also believe every single woman should have the 
right to free health care, and abortion should be 
free and on demand.” 

Anya Thetford, 22, of Hyde Park, who oppos- 
es abortion in all instances, appreciates discus- 
sion on the multifaceted issue, but said engag- 
ing in dialogue on her college campus can be 
difficult. Thetford, a University of Chicago stu- 
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dent, said her campus “tends to be left-leaning 
on social issues.” 

As such, she said, she feels her anti-abortion 
view gets stifled in conversations. 

“Tf I will bring up the fact that I’m pro-life 
and explain my reasoning, I find that a lot of 
times that will be discredited or discounted 
simply by the fact that I am a Christian,” 
Thetford said. Her reason for being against 
abortion, however, has more to do, she said, 
with what she sees as the arbitrary decision 
being made on when it’s OK for a life to be 
terminated and by whom. 

Abortion opponents say they get unfairly 
labeled as being blinded by religion, close- 
minded, pushy and against women’s rights. 
They say that’s not who they really are. 

“It seems people see pro-lifers as crazy reli- 
gious people or crazy anti-feminist people,” said 
Joseph Paolelli, 21, a student at Northwestern 
University who believes abortion is wrong 
except when a mother’s life is threatened. 
Countering, Bahrami said, “I feel like whether 
or not you're religious or decide an abortion is 
right for you, I feel like that being anti-choice 
is a major attack on women’s rights. I don’t see 
how you can advocate women’s rights and say 
they don’t have a right to choose.” 


The White House and Democrats are 
predicting Senate passage of President 
Obama's health overhaul by Christmas 
after the bill cleared a crucial vote Tuesday. 

The Senate measure would still have to 
be harmonized with the health care bill 
passed by the House in November before 
final legislation would go to Obama. 

There are significant differences 
between the two bills, including stricter 
abortion language in the House bill, a new 
government-run insurance plan in the 
House bill that’s missing from the Senate 
version and a tax on high-value insurance 
plans embraced by the Senate but strongly 
opposed by many House Democrats. 

Senate moderates have served notice 
they won't support a final deal if govern- 
ment-run insurance comes back. And 
Democratic abortion opponents in the 
House say a Senate compromise on the vol- 
atile issue is unacceptable. AssociaTED PRESS 


While they do protest at abortion clinics and 
Planned Parenthood sites showing graphic pic-

abrasive, confrontational and badgering. 

Instead, abortion opponents point out 
they hold prayer services and offer what they 
describe as sidewalk counseling, which involves 
their attempts to speak with people entering 
clinics. They hand out information on crisis 
pregnancy centers and adoption services. 

“You do get the ones real upset and [who say} 
“You don’t know my story, where I came from, 
what’s going on in my life, and who are you to 
tell me all this stuff’ I tell them: ‘I don’t know 
your story or situation, but I’m here and I want 
to help you,’” said Michael Laughlin, 20, presi- 
dent of Loyola University Chicago’s Students 
for Life. 

On the other side of the issue, there are 
young adults involved in the Illinois Choice 
Action Team who counter anti-abortion pro- 
tests. For example, the Pro-Life Action League 
sang Christmas carols last weekend at centers 
that provide abortion services. The Illinois 
Choice Action Team showed up at those cen- 
ters to show their support for abortion rights. 

Whatever happens in the abortion debate, 
attention to the issue shows no sign of letting 
up. Said Thetford, who believes the issue won't 
go away any time soon: “There will be a fight 
to the end.”

But serious questions are already being 
raised about how the new language 
would work in practice and whether it 
would even be feasible to implement. 

The long-standing ban on federal 
funding for abortions has complicated 
congressional Democrats’ health-care 
legislation. Medicaid bans federal fund- 
ing for abortions, but 17 states and the 
District of Columbia allow abortions 
for female Medicaid enrollees paid 
out of their own funds. It is harder to 
reach middle ground in the bill before 
Congress, which would provide fed- 
eral subsidies to millions of people 
to buy private health insurance plans 
on a new marketplace, or “exchange.” 
The deal reached by Nelson and other 
Democrats over the weekend would 
allow those people to purchase insur- 
ance plans with abortion coverage. But 
they would have to write two separate 
premium checks—one to cover the bulk 
of their plan, and the other to cover the 
sliver for abortion coverage, likely a dol- 
lar or so per month. 

By contrast, an amendment that 
passed the House would prohibit insur- 
ers from selling plans with abortion 
coverage to anyone buying coverage 
with the help of subsidies— excluding 
85 percent of customers on the 
exchange. The amendment, sponsored 
by Reps. Bart Stupak (D-Mich.), and 
Joe Pitts (R-Pa.), would permit the sale 
of “riders” for abortion coverage, but 
abortion rights groups say it is offensive 
to expect women to buy separate cover- 
age for a procedure most do not plan on 
needing.

Is the tide shifting on the abortion issue? 
Results from scientific polls seem inconclu- 
sive for now. 

There are many factors to consider when 
looking at results and comparing them to 
other polls, said Mira Sotirovic, an associate 
professor of the department of journalism, 
who teaches a public opinion course at the 
University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign. 

“When you see a poll result, you should 
try to find another poll that uses exactly the 
same question about the same time and make 
sure the sample comes from the same popu- 
lation,” she said. In addition, other factors 
include answer options, the context of the 
poll and whether other questions prime those 
polled on how to respond to the issue, and 
whether the timing of the poll coincides with

media coverage on the issue, which can cause 
people to change their opinion, she said. 

Questions about the legality of abortion 
seem more relevant than asking people to 
label themselves “pro-life” or “pro-choice” 
because it’s more neutral and related to social 
policies, she said. 

Sotirovic said she could not make a strong 
conclusion about a possible shift in attitudes 
based ona few polls. Several polls need to have 
results that move in the same direction over 
a certain period of time to show a trend, she 
said. “We really do not expect very dramatic 
changes in a relatively short amount of time,” 
she said. If there are dramatic changes, they 
should be confirmed in other polls, she said. 

Future polls will tell whether attitudes on 
abortion are changing. With inconsistent poll 
results, it’s unclear that any significant change 
is happening, Sotirovic said.

Hit-and-run driver slams 
into family walking 
home in Rogers Park

Felix Worthon didn’t want his wife to walk home 
alone at night after work, so as he did most eve- 
nings, he and their young son met her Monday 
night at a nearby bus stop. 

Moments later, on the way back to their 
Rogers Park apartment, a speeding car smashed 
into Maria and Jeremia, 6, as they crossed a nar- 
row, car-lined street. The Pontiac Grand Prix 
sped off without stopping as Worthon looked 
on helplessly. 

The impact sent Maria’s body hurtling about 
half a block down the street, according to a fam- 
ily friend who witnessed the crash. 

“She was holding Jeremia’s hand and had her 
back turned, and this car was just coming down 
the street like a bat out of hell and hit both of 
them,” said Maurice Glover, who was leaving a 
church in the 7000 block of North Greenview 
Avenue that both he and the Worthons attend.

A short time later, Chicago police took a 
suspect into custody for questioning, but no 
charges had been filed against him by Tuesday 
evening. 

Relatives said the Worthons met about 10 
years ago when a wheelchair-bound Felix was 
recuperating from a severe car crash in Seattle 
and Maria, a nurse, cared for him. The two fell 
in love and married.

Delay expected in 
Gitmo prison transfer 
Rebuffed this month by skeptical 
lawmakers when it sought finances 
to buy a prison in rural Illinois, the 
Obama administration is strug- 
gling to come up with the money 
to replace the Guantanamo Bay 
prison. As a result, officials now 
believe that they are unlikely to 
close the prison at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, and transfer its popula- 
tion of terrorism suspects until 2011 
at the earliest.

Shoplifting gets 
priest’s blessing 


EJ LONDON Fora priest in northern England, 
the commandment that dictates “thou 
shalt not steal” isn’t exactly written in stone. 

The Rev. Tim Jones caused an uproar by 
telling his congregation that it is sometimes 
acceptable for desperate people to shoplift—as 
long as they do it at large national chain stores, 
rather than small, family businesses. 

Jones’ Robin Hood-like sermon drew rebukes 
Tuesday from clergy, shop owners and police. 

From his pulpit at the Church of St. Lawrence 
in York, about 220 miles north of London, Jones 
said in his sermon Sunday that shoplifting can 
be justified if person in real need is not greedy 
and does not take more than he or she really 
needs to get by. 

“The Church of England does not advise any- 
one to shoplift, or break the law in any way,” 
said Archdeacon Richard Seed. 

Jones told The Associated Press he regretted 
only that the media are focusing on his view on 
shoplifting rather than the underlying problem 
he wanted to address.

Even so, the country was shocked by the 
brutal slayings of Angulo’s family at their 
home just hours after the fallen marine’s 
mother, Irma Cordova, 55, attended his 
memorial service in Mexico City, where she 
received the Mexican flag covering his cof- 
fin. 

His brother, Benito Angulo, 28; his sister, 
Jolidabey Angulo, 22; and aunt, Josefa Angulo, 
46, also were killed shortly after midnight 
when gunmen wielding assault rifles broke 
down the door of their home. 

Another sister, Miraldeyi Angulo, 24, was 
reported in serious condition at a hospital.
